At the Green Meadows, a sprawling, 
ranchlike motel on the outskirts of 
Columbus, Ohio the AMA competition 
Committee met last weekend. In the air 
was a smell of change that autumn 
alone could not explain. Since 1960 the 
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motorcycle sport has quintupled in size, 
while the AMA's share of it has not 
kept pace. In 1959 when there were half 
a million motorcycles registered in the 
U.S., AMA membership stood at 70,000.

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U.S. Suzuki Motor Corporation 
unveiled a new answer to propogat- 
ing sportcycling and getting the all- 
important safety story out to the 
fast-growing two-wheeled public. 

The new “instant safety” is 
candy-coated by six lovely sport- 
cycle riders aptly called “Suzuki 
Heavenly Angels”. Dressed in pure 
white vinyl riding costumes, with 
boots of white and a Safari-type 
Buco safety helmet, and mounted on 
just-as-white Suzuki Model K-10-P 
sportcycles, the “safety ambassa- 
dors” are about ready to go out into 
the world and teach good riding 
techniques and offer safety tips. 

The “Heavenly Angels”, who will 
be made available, without charge, 
to schools, colleges, government 
agencies, civic organizations and 
public service groups, for both dem- 
onstration riding and safety talks, 
made their debut at the “Two-Wheel 
Progress” dedication festivities of 
the new U.S. Suzuki Motor Corpora- 
tion’s national headquarters in Santa 
Fe Springs, Calif., on October 26. 

The eight finalists, now in train- 
ing, were selected from some 60 
applicants. Their instruction, which 
will be comparable to that received 
by motorcycle police officers, is

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being given by former police training 
officer, Wallace W. Dixon of Bur- 
bank, Calif. Dixon, who has taught 
hundreds of officers to ride, esti- 
mates it will take some 80 hours to 
bring the Heavenly Angels up to 
perfection. In addition to regular 
riding, the Angels will also be 
taught exhibition and formation rid- 
ing, along with a complete know- 
ledge on the mechanical operations 
of the lightweight motorcycle. 

The basic safety costume of 
white vinyl will be augmented later 
with special western riding outfits, 
and even à space-age designed en- 
semble, also in vinyl. 

The members of the group are all 
either homemakers or are employed 
full time, and accomplished their 
training in their free time. The girls 
are paid for their public appear- 
ances. 

Three of the Heavenly Angels 
are married and have children, while 
five are single and have jobs rang- 
ing from executive secretary to 
Schoolteacher. All are from Southern 
California. The youngest *Heavenly 
Angel" is 19 and the oldest is 29. 
The tallest is 5'-9" and the littlest, 
5'-52”.

Guest Editorial 


WORTHLESS GOLD

The biggest of them all is over. The 
12th Annual Death Valley Tour is now 
a memory, and with only two more runs 
left on the calendar, we wait to see 
what is in store for 1967. As the RRC 
compiles the new calendar and gives 
each club a date for their run, I would 
like to believe that they will do some- 
thing about the ridiculous worthless 
gold. 

Yes, worthless gold! This is ex- 
actly what a trophy is that is presented 
without the receiver having earned it, 
and applies to the majority of trophies 
given away on road runs. The rider, in 
many cases, does absolutely nothing to 
earn his gold, For a beautiful two-foot 
sweepstakes trophy, he may have 
guessed the number of beans in a jar or 
maybe he was just lucky enough to 
have his name pulled out of the hat, 

To you riders who fall in this pigeon 
hole, I would like to ask one question. 
What does this trophy mean to you? Can 
you display it with as much pride as 
the thirteen-y ear-old kid down the street 
who wheeled his bike around the track 
to win the 50cc class in the scrambles? 
I doubt it. In fact, I defy you to say yes. 

Now, for you road riders who have 
won your gold in motorcycle judging, 
field-meets and the like, to you I say 
this: You may display your trophy with 
the pride of knowing that you earned it. 
But, do you display this small trophy 
along side the trophy twice its size 
that you won in a sweepstakes drawing? 
I hope you don’t belittle what you have 
truly earned with something that was 
simply given away; because someone 
was too lazy or lacked enough imagina- 
tion to find a way for you to skillfully 
earn it. 

We now come to what is more than 
likely the largest category for present- 
ing trophies on wad events, the poker 
hand. Even for this, you haven’t really 
earned a trophy. Why? Well let’s decide 
what a trophy represents. Webster says, 
“A trophy is a sign of victory, a token 
of an enemy’s defeat.” Was your full 
house a sign of victory? Did you skill- 
fully defeat someone to receive it? I 
don’t think so. It was pure luck. No 
skill or talent of any kind was involved. 
So here again, we find a class where 
the motorcycle trophy should have been 
saved for something fitting. 

І ат not saying that road rides are of 
no value, or that the rider deserves 
nothing. I am merely stating this: Bean 
guessing, drawings and poker hands 
deserve something other than a beautiful 
trophy with a motorcycle mounted on it. 
For these, I would suggest a gift certi- 
ficate, some type of accessory or even 
a cash prize but definitely not a trophy. 

We now reach the difficult part. On 
what basis should a trophy be awarded? 
If a trophy must be earned to be of 
value, then the basis must be that the 
rider has in some way, through motor- 
cycling skill, earned it. I'll admit, it's 
nice for everyone to take home a trophy, 
but we can't all be winners. Can we? 
So, what can we do about it? If every 
club in Southern California would come 
up with one good idea for a trophy award 
in 1967, there would be more trophies 
awarded, and many more riders would 
carry them home with pride. Perhaps the 
AMA or the RRC should even award a 
trophy to the club with the best idea. 
Let’s ‘make 1967 a better road riding 
year by getting our heads together, work- 
ing a little harder and ridding ourselves 
of worthless gold.

And Now... The W—W? 


A promising prototype engine has 
been under wraps for four years at J&R 
Engineering in El Monte. It is a twin- 
cylinder two stroke with about 11 inches 
of displacement. The cylinders perch on 
top of a square “crankcase” about the 
size and shape of a shoebox. Actually 
the crank and shaft are outside of the 
box, bolted to one end. Two carburetors 
are fastened to ome side. Inside the 
“shoebox” is a metal affair reminiscent 
of a teetertotter on which the pistons 
fit. 

When one piston fires downward, it 
pushes the other up in the cylinder,com- 
pressing a new charge. As the teeter- 
board (or more technically, the working 
beam) tilts an axial lobe connected to a 
conventional rod drives the outside 
crankshaft.It was the action of this lobe 
that inspired inventor Ray Wilkinson to 
dub his creation "The Wiggle-Waggle 
Engine." 

I have seen enough of this engine 
running to suspect that it may prove 
just as adequate in the power department 
as conventional rotary designs. The 
thrilling thing to contemplate is its 
comparative ease of manufacturing. Main

components of the entire lower end can 
be hogged out of alloy blocks by any 
competent machinist using standard shop 
tools. No need for a drop forged crank- 
shaft billet, or complicated castings. 
The heads and barrels can be pirated 
from any good two-stroke and simply 
bolted on. However, they could be light- 
ened somewhat on the thrust side, since 
there is no piston thrust in the wiggle- 
waggle. Round pistons, therefore, could 
be used. 


I[-The Vital Ingredient 


Inventor Wilkinson builtthe proto W-W 
engine in one evening four years ago. It 
was tested in a go-kart at that time and 
promptly blew off the fastest Koening 
250 of its day. Upon witnessing this (as 
the W-W smoked its tires coming out of 
tums) Wilkinson discovered what he had 
wrought. “It develops full torque at any 
rpm," says Ray. Translated, that means 
the Wiggle-Waggle is its own gearbox. 
Since the only function of a gearbox is 
to deliver tractable engine torque to the 
drive wheel, an engine which delivers 
full torque regardless of rpm (like a 
Steam engine) doesn't need reduction 
gears. 

“It does it by eliminating deadlock,” 
Ray explains. Whatever that means. If 
you are interested in purchasing plans 
for the W-W engine write to Ray Wilkin- 
son, c/o J&R Engineering, 1857 Merced, 
Dept. CN, South El Monte,.

MRI PRESENTS WISHES TO AMA 


To: Members of the Competition Com- 

mittee, American Motorcycle Assn. 
From: Motorcycle Racers, Inc. 
Gentlemen: 

Following are suggested rule changes 

and/or amendments for inclusion in the 
official agenda to be discussed. at. the 
forthcoming meeting of the AMA com- 
petition Committee: 
1) a) All professional races except hill- 
climbs shall be designated “Class A” 
instead of “Class C”, this- to include 
short track, half-mile, mile and TT 
events. 

b) All National road races shall be 
designated “Grand Prix” road races, to 
elevate the image. 

2) Yearly AMA dues shall be raised to 
$4.00, this to include a one-year sub- 
scription to American Motorcycling. 
Even with a substantial drop in member- 
ship, the magazine would have a guar- 
anteed circulation of over 40,000, and 
eventual newsstand distribution would 
more than double current membership. 
3) All pit personnel shall be licensed 
hy thé AMA at an annual rate of $5.00, 
this ‘to include a copy of the current 
AMA Rule Book, and an emblem desig- 
nating each as an “AMA Racing Mechan- 
ic." "There will be no closing date on 
issuance of such licenses, to expire 
December 31 of each year, and a mini- 
mum.of one mechanic per competition 
rider could be expected to apply. Bene- 
fits would include a cutdown inunneces- 
sary pitmen, more control for Referees, 
uniformity of dress, a new mailing list, 
happier promoters and a better, more 
professional show. Extra money realized 
from such licensing could be used to 
hire a Racing Business Agent and Pub- 
licity Director, whose duties would in- 
clude soliciting races throughout the 
country, soliciting additional accessory 
awards, and insuring adequate facilities 
and controls at race tracks. 

4) a) A National Referee and Advisor 
shall be appointed to standardize race 
procedure at Nationals. 

b) The AMA home office shall appoint 
starters for all National Championship 
events. 

5) All dirt track Nationals shall pay a 
guaranteed minimum purse of $5000 
against 40% of the gate, whichever is 
greater. 
6) A fund shall be established for the 
top ten finishers in dirt track point 
standings (short track, half-mile and 
T.T.), additional monies to be collected 
at time of sign-up. Example: Present 
sign-up fee is $2.00, could be-raised to 
$2.25. (signed)

Tyuana To 
la Paz Via 
Funbike /

Reason for the trip was to have some fun and cover the treacherous distance on trail bikes.

On Tuesday, October 11, 1966, 
at 6 a.m. Bob Burns, on a 125cc 
Garelli motorcycle, Ron Grant and 
Luciano Pozzi, on 98cc Garellis, 
left Tijuana, Mexico directed to La 
Paz. The purpose was to establish 
a new record for 98cc and 125cc 
motorcycles on a run to La Paz, non- 
stop and completely unassisted by 
fuel or supply drops by air on the 
way. 

From all information available, it 
appeared that it would be difficult to 
find gas and oil on the way, so it was 
decided that each 98cc motorcycle 
should carry a 3% gallon spare tank, 
and the 125cc motorcycle, a 5 gallon 
Spare tank of gas. We later found how- 
ever, that we could get gas and oil at 


any Rancho on the way, even at night, 
by simply knocking on the door till some- 


body tumed up; we decided therefore to 
eliminate the reserve gas tanks to lighten 
the dead weight we carried. In addition 
to the gas, we each carried a good sup- 
ply of spare parts, repair kits, water 
bottles, first aid kits, etc. This equip- 
ment was evenly spread between the 
three of us and added 18 pounds to the 
weight of each. This weight, together 
with the additional gas cans, greatly 
reduced the good handling characteristics 
of the motorcycles. We later discovered 
that the 18 pounds of supplies that each 
of us carried could be safely cut down 
to a minimum of 5 or 6 pounds without 
the risk of being stranded for lack of 
parts. We did not, in fact, have to use 
any spare parts at all during the whole 
joumey. The performance of the motor- 
cycles was faultless all the way to 
La Paz. 


The going trom Tyuana to arroyo 
Seco, via Ensenada, was excellent since 
the road is wide, smooth asphalt. At 
Arroyo Seco trouble started immediately. 
The road is graded gravel and although 


nu 
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it is wide enough, it is extremely un- 
dulated with frequent large pot holes, 
which make the going very rough. Al 
though we could average 35 to 49 miles 
per hour on this stretch to El Rosario, 
we could think of no worse road for 
busting the motorcycles to pieces. As 
we approached El Rosario, the road got 
progressively worse, and our average 
speed dropped to around 20 or 25 miles 
per hour. 

We made our first stop for gas in El 
Rosario and hastily swallowed a few 
Vienna Sausages. Our morale, at this 
point, was still great. We took off from 
El Rosario, full throttle, at 12:56 p.m. 

After El Rosario we found a suces- 
sion of hills with elevation up to 1700 
feet and the road became increasingly 
dangerous in view of the frequent wash- 
outs and rocks that suddenly burst upon 
us. Our average speed was in the range 
of 25 or 30 miles per hour and we were 
rather pleased with ourselves for being 
well ahead of schedule. We continued 
on through San Augustin over the same 
type of terrain; and, about 15 miles 
after this settlement, Luciano Pozzi 
didn’t guite make it in a tum at the 
bottom of a low hill; left the road, hit a 
large rock and tumbled down a gravel 
pit. Apart from bruises, for which he 
hasn’t yet stopped complaining, he was 
in good shape, but the motorcycle itself 
was beyond salvation. The forks had 
broken and so had the front wheel. The 
gas tank had a hole in it two inches in 
diameter. For Pozzi, this was the end 
of the journey. After carrying the re- 
mainder of the motorcycle on his back 
for 15 miles to San Augustin, he finally 
managed to hitch a ride from one of the 
local Rancheros back to Tijuana, where 
he arrived 40 hours later and $50.00 
lighter, which represented the fare to 
the Ranchero for the 300 miles covered, 

Bob and I, still in good shape, car- 
ried on toward Punta Prieta where we 
arrived at 10 p.m. The road seemed to 
become worse and worse, and we were 
starting to feel the strain of riding on 
lightweights motorcycles over the rough- 
est of terrain.

DARWIN BALLARD 


Meet Darwin Ballard,President of the 
California Gophers and holder of heavy- 
weight number 7. Darwin, who was born 
in Oklahoma thirty years ago, has lived 
most of his life in California where he 
makes his home with his wife Carol and 
their three sons. They are Bobbie, who 
is ten, Stevie who is eight and seven- 
year-old Ronnie. There is another baby 
on the way,due in just a few months and 
the Ballards are thinking that it would 
be nice if this one was a girl. 

The first thing you notice when meet- 
ing Darwin is that he looks like a man 
with tremendous power, and he is. Just 
ask any of the guys who were around 
Norm Bests’ a few years back when a 
small plane crashed and slid upside 
down to rest very near the Best shop. 
Darwin, one of the first on the scene, 
calmly ripped the door off to assist the 
passengers who were trapped inside. 
Other tales are that he has been seen 
to lift a BSA Gold Star into the back of 
a pickup unaided. “It’s a good thing 
he’s a nice easy going guy,” one of his 
friends said, “because he could tear 
your head off if he ever got mad.” 

This physical development came 
about from two things. While attending 
South Gate High School, Darwin was 
All-City Gymnast for two years special- 
izing in work on the high bars.

on the street with his first machine a 
BSA Road Rocket. He had an accident 
in which he hit a car and that was the 
end of his street riding. He started rac- 
ing in 1962 aboard a 37% inch Norton 
Twin with a plate numbered 201 mx. In 
eight months he made the trip from Nov- 
ice to Expert but never won a trophy in 
that time. His first one came when he 
had his Gold Star as a 500 Expert and 
tight now he’s one of the most rabid 
BSA fans you’ll find anywhere. He ad- 
mits to being one-sided where BSAs are 
concerned, especially towards the big 
singles. Right now he is consistently 
in the top three in his class and will 
most probably hold the number 4 plate 
in 1967. As for professional racing? No. 
He tried it, riding a few times at Ascot, 
but to Darwin it took all the fun out of 
riding, and that is what he rides for. 
Fun. 

As for working, he can be found in 
one of two places. He is Service Man- 
ager for LeBard and Underwood in La 
Habra, and is also the “Bal” half of 
Bal-Con located in La Mirada. This is a 
company he operates with Floyd Conrey, 
another racer, and they specialize in 
motorcycle painting along with custom 
seat and tank combinations. 

In closing, we would like to say that 
Darwin Ballard is a credit to the sport.

A pure stock 650cc Triumph is the quickest and fastest street 
bike at the southland drag strips. Grant Hannah tumed an elapsed time 
of 12.53 seconds with a terminal speed of 105.14 miles per hour at 
Lions and the closest contender in performance figures was Harley- 
mounted Al Sherwin, who secured the top street bike title at Irwindale. 


When Sunday’s program was under 
way, Al and Grant faced each other in 
a decisive race for an ultimate title of 
Southland Street King. The Triumph led 
the contest all the way and many spec- 
tators shook their head in dismay at 
such acceleration from a two-wheel 
transportation machine. Some people 
raise their eyebrows when Grant says 
“pure stock” and he then begs for some- 
one to protest his displacement or 
power-producing components. Anyone 
care to challenge? 


One Hundredth Second 


Can you count the period of time of 
one tenth or one hundredth second. It 
can’t even be seen on your watch and 
the mind cannot even form the word as 
the time passes, but time clocks in drag 
racing are calibrated to one thousandth 
of a second and to the racer it’s a valu- 
able portion of time. It can mean win or 
lose, setting a new record or keeping 
the old, 

The South Bay Honda 450 of Bob 
Long gained one of those small time 
fractions and secured the D street 
record. Le Roy Wyman's 350cc Honda 
“Lucky Linda" had previously turned a 
best of 13.58 seconds and South Bay 
needed that extra one-hundredth they 
gained Sunday that read 13.57 on their 
clapsed time card. Le Roy will be look- 
ing for a similar elusive flash of time to 
regain his championship record and if 
determination is the necessary ingredi- 
ient, he may find it. 

Top Gas 

At Irwindale Raceway the purse for 
top gas is fifteen dollars and this 
week's racing action almost brought 
sheer embarrassment to the Harley camp. 

The final race for top gas was be- 
tween Bob Braverman's Yamaha and 
Millard Disharoon's Harley-Davidson. 
Maybe “Dish” gathered bad habits from 
riding the Honda 450 last week, or the 
newly rebuilt Sportster may have been 
laboring to seat new pistons and rings. 
No matter how or why, it was simply a 
darn good race! 

Braverman and Dish were side by 
side and the Harley muscle only began 
to flex at the top end.

Lions-Top Fuel 

Triumph again took a double win in 
top fuel competition but the race at 
Lions was close enough that if a dead 
heat were possible it would have been 
one. Sonny Raslawski has defeated the 
problems that usually confront a new- 
comer to the fuel burning ranks and 
when the final elimination drew to its 
moment of truth, Perry and Scotty were 
not overconfident as to whether their 
four barrels of twin engine power were 
enough to make it a Triumph glory day.

BUZZARDS STATE CHAMPIONSHIP HARE SCRAMBLES 


All week the wind blew on the desert, it rained, it halted traffic, it blew 
campers over and just raised Holy Old Ned in general. 

I arrived on the scene at 5:00 p.m. Friday night and it was dead calm 
and beautiful, not a soul around. It seems I had the whole place to myself. 

The next day, Saturday dawned still, calm with a beautiful sunrise. The 
working crew for the Buzzards have been coming in all through the night plus 
a few other desert riders. The Buzzards have already left to work on the run 
while the rest of us just kind of relax around the camp site, shooting the bull 
and waiting for the sun to get a little higher so it will take the early morning 
chill off the air. About noon five of us ride over to Red Mountain about 20 
miles away as the crow flies and the bikes ride, to get a beer and then we 
take a leisurely 40 mile loop around the desert and eventually wind up back 
at the pits about 5 p.m. 

Sunday morning, still calm and beautiful, a real hubbub of activity in 
the camp area, riders signing up making last minute checks on their scooters 
and then at 9:45 the riders meeting. Larry Bergquist does the honors about 
what to watch out for and the do’s and don'ts. 

It’s like somebody upstairs watches over us desert riders because at 
10 a.m. the wind started to blow which is the thing we all hope for, as it 
blows the dust off the trail and makes it a little nicer to ride. At 10:10 tbe 
banner went down and it was fasssst to the smoke bomb which was located 
4 miles out, like homing pidgeons over 300 bikes converged on this big pile 
of burning tires to pick up the trail, which went over some low hills and up a 
gully, over a hill that had quite a few rocks on it. Someone had removed a 
lot of rocks from the trail and I found myself in some pretty choppy stuff as 
I took advantage of the downhill to try and pass some riders, and wound up 
way off the trail in a gully that was all boulders and other junk. Well Ilucked 
out and didn't get off. Once I got to the bottom it was flat. out all the way to 
check number 1, 

From check 1 we turned onto a road that turned into the desert and into 
a sandwash and soon more desert terrain and finally into a downhill sand- 
wash that was as crooked as a snake’s back.

AMC PURCHASE 


Villiers, the British engine man- 
ufacturing firm, has taken control of 
Associated Motor Cycles according 
to the London motorcycle newspaper 
Motor Cycling. 

AMC is England’s second-largest 
motor cycle manufacturer. It makes 
Norton, AJS, Matchless, James and 
Francis Barnett cycles. 

The company has been in finan- 
cial trouble, and went into receiver- 
ship in August. Actual owners will 
be Villiers’ parent company, Manga- 
nese Bronze Holdings. 

The deal gives Villiers AMC’s 
manufacturing and production rights, 
but not its two factories and Bir- 
mingham and Woolwich. 

Motor Cycling quoted a Villiers 
spokesman as saying, “Presumbably 
we shall lease the Woolwich factory 
to continue production.” 

“The main thing is that we have 
saved these famous marques. And 
we are going to keep them going.” 

Villiers may have beeninfluenced 
to purchase AMC by the fact that 
James and Francis Barnett cycles 
use Villiers engines. Failure of 
AMC would have caused a sizeable 
drop in sales for Villiers. 

Suzuki (Great Britain), a subsidi- 
ary of AMC, was not involved in the 
purchase. The import firm is now 
controlled by a banking group.

WHO OWNS THE AMA?—Continued 


Now there are at least 2% million cycles 
registered and the AMA boasts only 
90,000 dues-paying members. Like the 
prehistoric dinosaur, the body of the 
Sport has grown all out of proportion to 
its head. We wanted to find out if the 
AMA was merely a little behind the 
times, or was it slated for extinction. 
To survive, it seems obvious, the AMA 
has to “grow up” all of a sudden and 
meet its responsibilities as the leader 
of the sport. 


WHO OWNS THE AMA? 


A few changes within the past year 
seem to indicate an awareness of this 
fact on the part of the owners of the 
AMA, It is not generally known that the 
tider association is not established as 
a non-profit corporation. Exactly who 
owns the controlling stock in the AMA 
is a secret as difficult to learn as the 
mystery of the sphinx. According to 
president Bill Kennedy (who hails from 
Massachusetts but is not related to the 
lat cU.S. President of the same name), 
the AMA is “Probably owned by the 
directory of the Association.” No one 
seems inclined to come right out and 
state the names of the major stock- 
holders, and we are not going to guess 
their identities in print. But the con- 
servative policies of the AMA do seem 
to parallel to a great extent the con- 
servatism of the Harley-Davidson Motor 
Company. 

If the Davidson and the Harley fam- 
ilies do in fact control the AMA’s 
policies, they probably deserve the 
sincere gratitude of past and present 
motorcycle sports enthusiasts. For dur 
ing the very thin years when the Indian 
company went down the tubes, H-D and 
its major suppliers, including Mr. 
Kennedy's employer Rex Chainbelt, 
almost singlehandedly kept the flame 
of the Association from flickering out 
and plunging American motorcycling 
into utter chaos. 

Even today the companies that stuck 
with the rider’s association through 
thick and thin contribute leadership and 
possibly even money to keep the nation- 
al sanctioning body operating for the 
sport. In addition, the same companies, 
joined by many others, contribute a 
share of their profits to the Trade Asso- 
ciation, which is a non-profit corpora- 
tion and which also works for motor 
cycling as a whole. 

In the Central Ohio area (in fact, 
throughout the midwest) the Association 
enjoys the wholehearted loyalty of its 
$2. members. Not to belong to the AMA 
is to be an “outlaw”, an epithet that 
makes westerners cringe. (On asking 
and being told that the competing Amer- 
ican Cycle Association claimed to have 
1,000 members, an Ohio nati ve murmered, 
“Gee, that many guys in an outlaw 
bunch?") 

Being able to take their problems 
directly to the headquarters of the 
sanctioning body, the midwest riders 
enjoy a rapid exchange of sanctions, 
decisions, communication and services 
from the AMA, and as a result the mid- 
west clubs are more inclined to groan 
and bear it when the rules occasionally 
pinch their plans. 

In New England, the far South and 
the West a system of local semi-autonomy 
has been developed that seems to work 
much better than petitioning the AMA 
headquarters by long distance, Colum- 
bus decides the main lines of licensing, 
race-date scheduling, basic rules and 
Scorekeeping on a national scale and 
the local district sports committees, 
where they exist, determine local vari- 
ances to suit their particular situations. 
For a long time this system has worked 
out well enough. But when too many 
variances come to the attention of AMA 
officials, through protests from other 
riders, they insist that the rulebook 
must be followed as it is written. 

Currently California’s District 37, 
comprising the L.A. area, has been in 
the spotlight, mainly in Cycle News, 
and the glaring discrepancies between 
the way things really are and the way 
the rulebook says they have to be, are 
obvious to the nation. 


Indeed, no constitutional means of 
amending the rules is open to the mem- 
bers. Competition Committee men, ap- 
pointed by the management, write the 
rules; the Executive Secretary and his 
appointees enforce them. The wonder 
of this system is that it works as well 
as it does. 


The AMA derives much of its income 
from the $2 membership sent in by the 
riders. Until the newly appointed Exe- 
cutive Secretary Bill Berry took over, it 
used to take as long as six weeks to 
process a membership and send the new 
member his official AMA identification 
card and lapel pin. Now the system is 
humming efficiently and each day's 
average of 300 membership applications 
are processed in 24 hours. Going through 
an elaborate process, each member's 
name and information is recorded on an 
Addressograph plate to be used only 
once, when the card is printed, and then 
stored in files at the Headquarters. 
Much of the office space in the present 
building at 5030 N. High Street is oc- 








cupied by the hundreds of thousanas of 
nameplates in neat metal files. There is 
talk of raising the membership fee and 
sending each member a free subscription 
to the Association magazine, * American 
Motorc vcling." 

'The magazine occupies offices along 
the east wall of the AMA building. 
Editor Al Iselin, a greying, dignified 
man, is also fairly new to the job but 
already has it well in control. He sends 
out American Motorcycling by means of 
an ancient Elliot addressing machine. 
Circulation is now about 12,000 copies 
monthly. 

Along the west wall, facing High 
Street, are the offices of the club secre- 
tary, Jules Horky’s competition man- 
ager’s office with the national sanction 
calendar covering one wall behind his 
desk, and Berry’s office. 

All the employees we met at the AMA 
headquarters seemed proud and enthusi- 
astic, with a pride and enthusiasm that 
seemed to come from the recent change 
of management and improvement in their 
working conditions. 


NEW HEADQUARTERS FOR THE 
AMA 


Part of the reason for this noticeable 
esprit de corps was the imminent move 
to a modern new building that the AMA 
is planning. Berry showed us the new 
headquarters, in company with Mr. Dick 
Carpenter of the Trade Association’s 
public relations firm. We could not but 
agree that the bright, three-story colon- 
ial style building would help improve 
the image in a great big way. The future 
address, scheduled for next April, will 
be 5637 N. High Street, Worthington, 
Ohio. The new building is about two 
miles north of the present headquarters.

Near Nipton, Califomia 52 miles 
south of Las Vegas, at the Bailey Rd.

ner start in fast open territory for 
the 210 Open Class riders who would 
be making two loops on a thirty-five- 
mile course. 

If the riders thought the start was 
fast, they hadn’t seen anything yet as 
they were heading for a seven-mile 
straight salt falt run, which is just like 
Bonneville without the benefit of proper 
gearing and tuning which caused a few 
bikes to die by the wayside. 


Price Pushes Preston 


Gary Preston, #38 Open Expert on a 
Triumph, moved right up to the front at 
the smoke bomb byt was pushed hy 
Reed Price, #25 Open Expert also on a 
Triumph, most of the fifteen miles to 
the dry lakes. This created an all-out 
drag on the dry lakes between Preston 
and Price which was won by Price.

The 
first 250cc bike in was a Bultaco ridden 
by Bill Messer, #100x. Bill held his 
position throughout the entire two loops 
which shows that he really had the 
Bultaco tuned right to be able to keep 
up that pace. 

Most of the riders agreed that the 
course was very well limed and safety- 
marked, especially going across the 
dry lakes where the Dynamites had placed 
orange pylons to mark the course, but 
many felt they had enough of the dry 
lakes since most of the desert bikes are 
not set up for flat-out top speeds. 

The Dynamites are to be congratu- 
lated for the efficient manner in which 
they handled their run. Everyone was 
able to get a good day’s racing in and 
still have plenty of time to get home 
early and start tuning for the next race.
